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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention, 

2. Claims 33 and 90 - 92 as amended are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. With respect to claim 33, the claim is only inferential of a structural adaptation soas to 
perform for example native tissue harmonic imaging. Suggest change to — wherein said ultrasonic 
imaging system is adapted to generate said three-dimensional image in the absence of an 
ultrasound contrast agent. — 

4. With respect to claims 90 - 92, since the forming of an image in most rudimentary form means 
merely passing through both information types, a time or depth or other locational variation in 
the 'blended' image is then merely be the result of variance of the tissue or fluid blend 
components themselves with respect to time or depth or location. Suggest change to an active 
recitation — wherein said forming step comprises varying the blend amounts of the ...as a 
function of (time/depth/location) 

5. Correction of these defects will place the case in condition for allowance.
